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Racing's Business 


E believe that racing now has the worst 


“press” it has had in thirty years. As a 
non-essential enterprise which has not yet suf- 


fered the calamity which has come to some other 
non-essential enterprises, it is catching the devil 
from a few editors with overweening patriotism 
and from several of the all-round sports column- 
ists who, because their rhetoric is acceptable, have 
been assigned such widely diversified subjects as 
to leave them with the impression that their jobs 
are the result of their omniscience rather than 
their rhetoric. Most of the critics are able men, 
wise in the ways of journalism, who know, accord- 
ing to their own lights, when to shake the shille- 
lagh and when to speak softly. From their seats 
in the press box they see whopping crowds and 
watch the busiest totalizators the world ever saw. 
Then they think of the war—the boys in uniform. 
Their decision is immediate: it ain’t quite right. 

Perhaps it isn’t right. In time of war there are 
so many things not right that discussions of right 
and wrong are doubly confused. But as to the 
rightness or wrongness of racing just now, the 
plebiscite is being taken on the ground level of the 
grandstand. A good newspaperman might well 
put his ear to that ground, for the clientele of rac- 
ing is not of such an estate that it should be 
brushed aside. 

Forty years ago racing was criticized because 
it was too bad. Paradoxically it is now being 
criticized because it is too good. It isn’t being ac- 
cused of cheating, or of wrecking lives, or of slow- 
ing up the nation’s war effort. It is guilty of be- 
ing too popular, and its popularity is in no small 
degree owing to its careful supervision and scru- 
pulous requirements for honest competition. 
Though there are apparent exceptions to the rule 
of scrupulous honesty, as in other businesses, the 
whole tendency of recent years has been toward 
the elimination of the racing associations which 
the public has considered to be “detrimental to the 
best interests of the Turf.” In the main, how- 
ever, racing seems to have drawn the sharpest 
criticism because it is making too much money. 
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To the columnists it has become a sort of unre- 
generate Midas, or a cankerous flower of cupidity, 
made all the more noxious by being set in the 
midst of the individual unselfishness of a people 
busy with a war of survival. 

Against this distorted conception of racing we 
were glad to see the Maryland Jockey Club (Pim- 
lico) set up figures taken directly from its books. 
During the spring meeting at the Baltimore 
course the racing programs were used as a medi- 
um for conveying to the public a true picture of 
the finances of the organization. It was an un- 
orthodox touch, to be sure, but it was sincere and 
effective. It read, from the record, the answers 
to the suggestion that racing ought to be ashamed. 

It gave details. On Monday, April 27, $424,316 
was bet at Pimlico, and the track took out $37,- 
343.86, of which the State would get $8,487.04. 
Gate receipts were $9,873.75, miscellaneous in- 
come about $3,000, ‘for a gross total income to 
Pimlico of $51,217.61."" The track’s daily expense 
was estimated at $44,000, leaving a profit of 
$7,217.61 before taxes, and $1,217.61, “perhaps,” 
after taxes. On the following day Pimlico had a 
loss of $5,687.71. In a later installment (program 
of May 5) the $44,000 daily expense was analyzed, 
broken down on the basis of 1941 expenditures, 
totaling $1,103,425.44 for the year and averaged 
according to the 25 days of racing. There were 
other items, not conclusive, but certainly candid. 
How much Pimlico gained or lost will not be 
known, perhaps, until the next report of the Mary- 
land Racing Commission is published. But there 
was more than enough to reveal to anyone that 
the take-out from the public pools would make 
Pimlico’s stockholders very little richer. 

There is, we must concede, too much of a dis- 
position on the part of race tracks to consider 
that the record of their profits and losses is strict- 
ly their own business. They will, we suspect, 
learn better one of these days. Perhaps these 
days we are having right now would be as good as 
any. In the meantime we make the confident es- 
timate that racing’s contributions to the war ef- 
fort will be greater, in proportion to over-all 
profit, than those of any group of comparable size.

The King's Horses 


ONDON, May 4 (By Air Mail).—Last week’s 

racing at Newmarket (April 28-29) and Sal- 
isbury (May 2), was delightful—the class of sport 
to please the fastidious. It is a pity, in a sense, 
that it could not be enjoyed by many people, 
though to speak from a purely selfish and epi- 
curean standpoint, the absence of crowds added 
to the charm. The Saturday fixture at Salisbury 
provided the most important fare, and we had the 
pleasure of seeing the King’s classic candidates, 
Big Game and Sun Chariot, win their races in 
such grand style that they are established hot 
favorites for the Two Thousand and One Thou- 
sand Guineas respectively. 


Sun Chariot, which had given an inexplicably 
poor display over the same course the previous 
week, was saddled for the Sarum Stakes (7 f.), 
fillies only. She was giving weight ranging from 
three pounds to 17 pounds to her eight rivals, but 
treated them with the greatest contempt, and 
scored cantering from Lord Glanely’s Feberion, 
with James V. Rank’s Daring Miss a moderate 
third. First and second are daughters of Hy- 
perion; Daring Miss is by Felicitation. This form 
was in true accord with Sun Chariot’s reputation, 
and we shall certainly have to forgive her pre- 
vious week’s lapse—her one failing in six races. 
She is a lovely filly, although a little coquettish 
and apt to “play up,” a weakness common to 
many of the best of her sex. 

There are no such traits about the colt Big 
Game. He is as sober and well mannered as 
could be desired, yet withal every inch a race 
horse. He was such a big strapping fellow as a 
2-year-old that it was almost a relief to note that 
he had not grown appreciably during the winter. 
He looked a picture when going out for the Salis- 
bury Stakes (7 f.), and even more so on the re- 
turn journey. Given his head a furlong and a 
half from home, he sailed past the good pace- 
maker, Lord Astor’s colt Hasty Shot, to win most 
impressively by a couple of lengths, with A. E. 
Allnatt’s colt Shah Rookh a like distance away 
third, and the useful Canyonero fourth of seven. 
The time was 1:29%5, a record for the Salisbury 
seven furlongs, and 145 seconds faster than Sun 
Chariot had recorded an hour previously. 

It is a matter of interest to you—and to us— 
that the first three in this Salisbury Stakes, Big 
Game, Hasty Shot, and Shah Rookh, are all sons 
of *Bahram. We can reckon ourselves truly for- 
tunate to have such a sterling son of the Aga 
Khan’s unbeaten Derby winner as Big Game, and 
he will be an enormous asset to the National Stud 
when the time comes for him to retire from the 
tracks. Before that day arrives, I hope that he 
will carry the colors of His Majesty to victory in 
the Two Thousand Guineas and the Derby. It 
seems to me that nothing bar accident can pre- 
vent his winning the Two Thousand next week, 
and although there are many who profess to 
doubt his ability to stay the Derby mile and a 
half, I can see no valid ground for such doubts.

Other Salisbury Races 


RAINER Fred Darling and Jockey Gordon 

Richards, pardonably elated with the successes 
of Sun Chariot and Big Game, proceeded to make 
it a treble with the victory of Mrs. Buchanan- 
Macdonald’s 4-year-old Owen Tudor in the Trial 
Plate (14% m.). The Derby winner was giving 
weight to each of his eight opponents, of which 
Mazarin was the most notable, but Dick Daw- 
son’s charge was comparatively backward. Odds 
were laid on “Owen,” and the son of Hyperion 
lobbed home eight lengths in front of the Duke of 
Norfolk’s 4-year-old Clean Sweep (by Trimdon), 
with another son of Trimdon, Neal Christey’s 
5-year-old Lovely Trim, third. It must be said 
that Owen Tudor has made up into a grand type 
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of 4-year-old, and in all probability he will out- 
class anything that can be put against him in the 
cup races, now that Sun Castle is no more. 

H. S. Persse, the veteran Stockbridge trainer 
of The Tetrarch fame, saddled the winners of 
both Salisbury 2-year-old events. Lord Wyfold’s 
chestnut filly Samovar (by Caerleon) finished 
five lengths ahead of James Rank’s filly Entangle 
(by Epigram), with 13 behind, in the Lark Hill 
Plate, and Mrs. Williams’ roan colt Wild Wave, 
by Beresford out of Portree, and thus a brother 
to Portlaw, defeated Lord Carnarvon’s gelding 
Fleur de Lys (by Mieuxce), Mrs. Buchanan-Mac- 
donald’s beautifully bred filly Flowerdale (*Bah- 
ram-—-Fair Diana), and eight others in the Shrew- 
ton Plate. 


Lord Derby's Candidates 


YEWMARKET fare was featured by classic 
N trials which, if less important than those 
which Big Game and Sun Chariot won at Salis- 
bury, were of considerable interest. We were 
hoping to have another view of Lord Derby’s Wat- 
ling Street in the Chateris Stakes (7 f.), but the 
stable-companion Umballa deputized, and this 
neat son of Umidwar and Fara proved quite 
capable of accounting for Lord Rosebery’s much- 
talked of Hyperides (by Hyperion—Priscilla). 
Umballa scored by a length and a half from Hy- 
perides, with the useful Coastal Command in 
third place, Birikan and Backbite being the other 
runners. Umballa, as quiet and businesslike as 
Watling Street is wayward, is to take his chance 
in the Two Thousand, and Harry Wragg is to 
have his choice of mounts from the pair. I have 
not the slightest doubt that on best behavior, 
Watling Street is a stone better than Umballa, 
but the latter is so genuine that he commands ad- 
miration. He and Ujjiji are certainly fine ad- 
vertisements for their sire, Umidwar. Hyperides 
is a nice colt, in a rather bigger mould than most 
of Hyperion’s stock. 

Sun Chariot’s greatest rival in the One Thou- 
sand is likely to be the Stanley House filly Equi- 
poise, a daughter of Bobsleigh out of Complacent, 
by Colorado, which ran a very smooth race to 
win the Upwell Stakes (7 f.). Equipoise scored 
by a comfortable neck from Lord Rosebery’s filly 
Afterthought (by Obliterate out of Plack), with 
the Duke of Portland’s filly Peradventure (by 
Bosworth) five lengths away third, and the Aga 
Khan's filly Sonibai (by Solario) last of five. 
Sonibai, which was conceding 10 pounds to each 
of her opponents, disappointed me this time, but 
I am sure she is a lot better filly than this form 
makes her out to be. Even so, it doesn’t seem 
reasonable to expect her to reverse the placings 
with Equipoise and Afterthought in next week's 
One Thousand. 


William Woodward's Winner 


NOTHER race that has a bearing on the clas- 

sics was the Culford Stakes, over a mile. 
This was won by William Woodward's stylish colt 
Precipitous, by Precipitation out of *Boswell’s 
and *Hypnotist’s dam, Flying Gal, by *Sir Galla- 
had III. Ridden confidently by the continental 
jockey G. Bridgland, Precipitous won readily by 
a length and a half from Mr. Hirst’s Argon (by 
Colombo), with Lord Rosebery’s big and back- 
ward colt Seasick (by Fairway) four lengths 
away third of 11. Captain Boyd-Rochfort is to 
be complimented upon the improvement he has 


wrought in Precipitous, both in appearance and 
racing ability, since last autumn, but the trainer 
realizes that the colt has still something to make 
up, in point of condition, on the best of his age. 
In consequence, he has taken Precipitous out of 
the Two Tnousand, and is hoping that he will 
have the colt somewhere near his best by Derby 
day. One thing is pretty certain—Precipitous will 
not be troubled to stav a mile and a half. The 
colt has, I think, the makings of a real good ’un. 


Other Newmarket Winners 


HE Lakenheath Stakes, for 3-year-olds over 

six furlongs, was won by Mrs. Arthur James’ 
colt Brunel (by Gold Bridge) by a neck from 
George Lambton’s High Command (by Winalot), 
with Lady Bullough’s Paramount (by *Bahram) 
third. The Swavesay Stakes for 3-year-old fillies 
over six furlongs, was taken by Lord Derby's 
chestnut Light of Day, a daughter of Hyperion, 
from eight moderates. 

Lord Derby’s stable had a highly successful 
meeting, securing no fewer than five events. His 
Lordship took the Maiden T. Y. O. Plate with a 
nice sort of filly named Herringbone, by King 
Salmon out of Schiaparelli, the first foal of her 
dam. Runner-up in a field of 16, beaten only half 
a length, was a filly by that good horse William 
of Valence out of Lydia. 

The Barrow T. Y. O. Stakes went to A. Wright's 
chestnut filly Dinorama, which is by Taj ud Din 
and is decidedly useful, judging by the way in 
which she accounted for 18 opponents. One of the 
“also rans” was the colt by Monument out of that 
wonderful old mare, Black Ray. 

The other two races for juveniles were won by 
youngsters which had been to the fore at the 
previous Newmarket meeting. Robin McAlpine’s 
little grey racing machine Ahina, son of *Mah- 
moud, carried his penalty to a three lengths win 
over Llanelwedd (by *Easton), with another grey 
son of *Mahmoud, the Aga Khan’s Majid, third of 
16, in the Reach Stakes. Major Holliday’s filly 
Nearly (by Nearco), was equally impressive in 
disposing of 11 rivals for the Wilbraham Stakes. 


Wartime Measures 


OME highly important decisions of the Jockey 

Club stewards are announced in the current 
issue of the Racing Calendar. Summarized, the 
rulings are as follows: 


After June 1 three 2-year-old races per day will 
be allowed; 
The nursery season (2-year-old handicaps) will 


start on August 1; 

As it is necessary to reduce the number of horses 
in training, 5-yvyear-olds and upwards will not be 
eligible to run in handicaps after June 1. 

These are wartime measures designed to con- 
fine race course tests, as far as possible, to the 
true purpose of present-day racing—the correct 
grading of young horses. It can be argued that 
the competition of aged horses and geldings in 
handicaps is not calculated to help the breeding 
industry, though there is something to be said in 
favor of the procedure, inasmuch as these old- 
timers help to keep a check of relative merit. 
For instance, we may have a 3-year-old carrying 
126 pounds to victory in the coming Cesarewitch, 
a performance which will go into the books as a 
record, but which might never have been ac- 
complished if a few seasoned handicappers could 
have taken the field. 
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NEW YORK 


Belmont Park 


AYBE gasoline rationing is beginning to tell 

on Belmont Park; the track had only three 
million-dollar days last week, as against four 
during opening week. But the crowd on May 23, 
officially announced at 30,521, set a new betting 
record, sending $1,933,493 through the machines 
to eclipse the already astronomical total of last 
Memorial Day. In its totals, the second week 
ended $77,017 ahead of the first, and for the first 
12 days of the 24-day meeting the daily average 
is $1,163,479. 

The May 16 card included the Withers, which 
Alsab won without much competition, and the 
Juvenile Stakes, which went to Foxcatcher 
Farm’s Suncap after a hard struggle. It was one 
of Belmont Park’s best Saturday cards, in that 
there were no claiming races offered. The first 
race was for maiden 2-year-olds, and it went to 
Christiana Stable’s Bar Keep, a Stimulus colt 
bred by Dr. Eslie Asbury and purchased for $5,000 
at Saratoga last August. An allowance race for 
fillies and mares of Class C was the second event, 
and Calumet Farm took this with Ky. Flash, by 
Sun Teddy. George H. Bostwick’s *Sussex won 
the steeplechase handily. A six-furlong Grade C 
handicap was won by George D. Widener’s Birch 
Rod, by Pompey, and a Class C race at 14 miles 
was won by Mrs. Louis Lazare’s City Talk, by 
Whiskalong. The eighth race, won by Walter 
Chrysler, Jr.'s Ramillies, by *Blenheim II, was 
a one-mile allowance race for 3-year-olds. 

The current week sees the running of the Cor- 
inthian Steeplechase, and C. C. A. Oaks, and the 
Suburban and Roseben Handicaps. Zaca Rosa, 
winner of the Acorn Stakes, is not eligible to the 
Oaks, and Vagrancy, Ky. Flash, Mar-Kell, Fickle- 
bush, Chiquita Mia, Red Rosette, Petrify, and My 
Choice are the more prominent nominees. The 
Roseben, which is a six-furlong companion piece 
to the Suburban on May 30, has 50 nominations, 
including Whirlaway, Colchis, Omission, Harvard 
Square, Sweepida, Dogpatch, and Ocean Blue. 
Whirlaway, however, is expected to start in the 
144-mile Suburban, the eligibles to which also 
include Challedon, Pictor, Attention, Third De- 
gree, War Relic, Mioland, Market Wise, Our 
Boots, Rosetown, and others. Alsab is eligible, 
but is not likely to start unless his connections 
feel that he needs a race. 


Too Fast 


The twenty-first running of the Charles L. Ap- 
pleton Memorial Cup Steeplechase ($3,000 added, 
4-year-olds and up, about two miles) at Belmont 
Park on May 19 drew five starters, two of which 
were very promising candidates for top steeple- 
chase honors. One, Bath (147), owned by Mrs. 
Ogden Phipps, had won his only start this year, 
the Jervis Spencer Steeplechase Handicap at Pim- 
lico, easily beating *Cottesmore, Redlands, and 
Ossabaw. He was made odds-on favorite at 6 to 
10. The other, Redlands (139), owned by Rokeby 
Stable, had finished a creditable second to the vet- 
eran *Cottesmore in the International Steeple- 
chase earlier in the Belmont Park meeting. 

Bath might have won the race if he hadn’t been 
so fast. The trouble the High Strung gelding en- 


countered was that he tore into two fences going 
at too rapid a pace; he nearly unseated his jockey 
at the first and did unseat him at the second.

Ridden by Jockey Frank Slate, Bath took the lead 
from the start but lost it, and nearly lost his 
jockey, at the water jump. Redlands went to the 
front when Bath bobbled but relinquished the lead 
to the favorite in the back stretch. At the ninth 
fence Mrs. Phipps’ ’chaser again went into a fence 
too fast and this time threw his rider. Redlands 
was left in front with an eight-length margin, 
He stayed on top for the remainder of the race, 
jumping steadily and easily, to win by two and a 
half lengths. Second was Mrs. R. A. Clark's 
*Boojum II (140), which might have made a 
close race if he had not bobbled at the last fence, 
He was ten lengths ahead of Montpelier’s *Caddie 


(138). *The Beak (142) was fourth. Time, 
3:4535, track fast. Stakes division, $3,175, $600, 
$300, $150.

Redlands, like Bath, was developed by the late 
Thomas Hitchcock and was sold in the dispersal 
of the Hitchcock horses at Pimlico in the fall of 
1941. Rokeby Stable (Paul Mellon) purchased 
him for $13,000, the highest price of the sale. 
Redlands was foaled at Charles W. Black’s Silver 
Lake Farm, Frankfort, Ky., where the late 
Charles Bacharach boarded his horses. J. F. 
Flanagan, acting for Mr. Hitchcock, purchased 
him as a weanling in the 1938 Lexington Fall 
Sales for $100. Both Bath and Redlands were 
named for hunt clubs, Bath for the Bath County 
Hounds at Hot Springs, Va., and Redlands for the 
Redlands Hunt at Deerwood, Md. Redlands has 
won three of his six starts, finished second twice, 
third once, and has earned $6,525. He finished 
second to Bay Dean in the North American 
Steeplechase last year and second to *Cottesmore 
in the International Steeplechase Handicap at 
Belmont Park, on May 12, 1942.

Seed for the Oaks 


Among Belmont Park’s generally venerable 
stakes—-some of them older than the track itself 

the Acorn Stakes ($10,000 added, 3-year-old 
fillies, one mile) is a newcomer, the renewal on 
May 20 being the twelfth. With a touch of wag- 
gishness not usually associated with Belmont 
Park it was given its name because it was written 
for fillies with aspirations toward becoming Oaks 
winners. In the first 11 runnings, three winners 
have gone on to take the richer and more search- 
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ing C. C. A. Oaks: Top Flight, Dawn Play, and 
Damaged Goods. 

The 1942 renewal brought out a field of 12 
which, except for Belair Stud’s Pimlico Oaks win- 
ner Vagrancy, Arnold Hanger’s Light Lady, and 
Charles S. Howard’s Chiquita Mia, had not par- 
ticularly distinguished themselves, though *The 
Swallow, Chuckle, and a few others had some bet- 
ter than average performances in their history. 
Vagrancy, the leading money-winning filly among 
the 3-year-olds this season, was made favorite. 

When the race began the outsider Bonnet Ann, 
owned by A. A. Baroni, and the second choice 
Zaca Rose, from the stable of W. W. Crenshaw, 
got at once into a duel for the lead, with Light 
Lady in third place. After the first quarter-mile 
Vagrancy moved to fourth, and Zaca Rose suc- 
ceeded in shaking off the Blue Larkspur filly, 
drew away into a two-length lead. On the last 
turn Chiquita Mia, which had been fifth, moved 
up past Vagrancy, but the latter, getting through 
on the outside, regained her position in mid- 
stretch. In the last furlong the Belair filly drove 
hard, but Zaca Rosa was too far ahead to be 
caught. Though she had to be driven vigorously, 
she won by a length and a half, with Vagrancy 
getting past Bonnet Ann in the last few strides 
to beat her a neck for second place. Mrs. Walter 
M. Jeffords’ Red Rosette closed a big gap to take 
fourth place, a length farther back, with Light 
Lady and Chiquita Mia fifth and sixth as named. 
Well strung out behind them came Joan's Tip, 
Smiles, Chuckle, Tribal Ruler, Copperette, Loto- 
poise, *The Swallow, Navy Cruiser, and Mackerel.

Maiden 'Chase 


In the winter of 1938 steeplechase enthusiasts, 
perturbed over the dwindling sport, decided to in- 


augurate three new races—the Spring Maiden 
Steeplechases, to be run at Pimlico and Belmont 
Park’s spring meetings and at Delaware Park. 
Only one nomination fee was needed to make a 
horse eligible to all three races, but the winner of 
one could not take part in a later race in the 
series. The second of the three races this year, 
the Belmont Spring Maiden Steeplechase ($2,000 
added, 4-year-olds and up, about two miles) at 
Belmont Park on May 21, attracted 10 starters. 


Mrs. F. A. Clark’s Royal Archer (145) broke on 
top from his No. 1 post position and opened up a 
four-length lead. Bayard Sharp’s Knight’s Quest 
(144), after a poor start, challenged the leader 
and as the two were racing head-and-head at the 
sixth fence Knight’s Quest took a smasher. Royal 
Archer was left in front by 10 lengths, an ad- 
vantage he steadily increased until he went under 
the wire 20 lengths in front of his nearest pur- 
suer, Brooks Parker’s *Courtesano (147). Third, 
two lengths farther back, was Richard K. Mel- 
lon’s *St. Patrick’s Day (148). In order followed 
Iron Shot (153), Circus (150), and Ladbrooke 
(144). Merchantman (150) and Dedham (150) 
lost their riders and Knight’s Quest and the fa- 
vored O'Kelly (150) fell.

Rosemont Colt Wins Juvenile 


Rosemont, which won the Santa Anita Handi- 
cap of 1937, was prepared for it the following 
year but failed to stand training. By March of 
1938 it had been decided to retire him to the stud, 
and he made an abbreviated season, getting two 
foals, koth of which have won. His first crop of 
any size were foals of 1940, and one of these, Fox- 
catcher Farm's Suncap (113), made his second 
start and got his first victory in the Juvenile 
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Stakes ($5,000 added, 2-year-olds, five furlongs) 
at Belmont Park May 23. It was mildly appropri- 
ate that Rosemont’s first stakes winner should ap- 
pear on the day of the Withers, since it was in 
that event that Rosemont scored one of his major 
upsets, beating Omaha and others. 

The Juvenile, run down the Widener Course, was 
a rather uneventful race. Menex (119), ducked in 
at the start, but the others were off well enough, 
and the race thereafter was a question of sheer 
speed. Suncap, which Johnny Gilbert hustled to 
the front in the first furlong, led the rest of the 
way, though in the last furlong he was engaged 
in a bitter struggle by Mrs. Louis Lazare’s Joe 
Burger (116), an Infinite colt. Bettors must have 
watched the duel with a good deal of detachment, 
for the two horses were coupled in the pari- 
mutuel field. Suncap held on to win by a head. 
The favorite, Mrs. J. S. Letellier’s Jack S. L. 
(116), ran quite well except for swerving in the 
last furlong; he came again when straightened 
and finished third, a length away, a neck in front 
of Greentree Stable’s Hickory Head (116), the 
latter a half-brother, by Jamestown, to Devil 
Diver. In order followed Hoosier Wolf (116), 
Four Freedoms (116), Corona Corona (i111), 
Quillon (111), Bullpen (116), Breezing Home 
(111), All Hoss (116), Eye for Eye (111), and 
Menex.

Another Rung for Alsab 


After the Kentucky Derby at 11, miles, and 
the Preakness at 15,,, and with the 11!.-mile 
Belmont Stakes next in prospect, the one-mile 
Withers Stakes ($15,000 added, 3-year-olds) at 
Belmont Park makes no kind of sense as far as 
training routine is concerned, since horses already 
up to 10 furlongs, and getting ready for 12, are 
asked to drop back to eight. Begun in 1874, 
when difficulties of transportation and other con- 
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siderations tended to keep racing more local, it 
lost its value as a preparatory race for 3-year- 
olds after longer and richer races developed in 
other racing centers. But it is still the best race 
for 3-year-olds between the Preakness and the 
Belmont Stakes and it draws good fields though 
it is occasionally a pitfall for horses, such as 
Omaha, Brevity, and Bimelech, in recent years, 
which seem to rank near or at the top of their 
division. Though the first Kentucky Derby win- 
ner also won in the Withers, the double is not 
usual, 

This year’s renewal drew Mrs. Albert Sabath’s 
Alsab and eight others, and except for Bright 
Willie none of these others had done much in the 
3-year-old division. Alsab was consequently at 
3 to 4, would have been at even shorter odds had 
there not been some uncertainty as to how such a 
slow beginner would take to the shortened dis- 
tance. Bright Willie, with his usual high speed, 
went to the front at once and cut out a fast pace. 
R. S. McLaughlin’s *Fairaris, a Fair Trial colt 
which was second choice by reason of a creditable 
seven-furlong victory over older horses a week 
earlier, was secend, and for six furlongs the 101- 
to-1 Seamanlike was closely lapped on him. Al- 
sab galloped along in seventh place for the first 
half-mile. 

Around the turn he began moving up smoothly, 
and with a quarter-mile to go he was fourth, less 
than three lengths away from the leader. Sea- 
manlike dropped out under a drive, but Bright 
Willie and *Fairaris tried to make a race of it. 
At the furlong-pole, however, Alsab was in front. 
Basil James said later that he tried to loaf, but 
gave it up when he was cracked once with the 
whip. He drew on away to win by two and a 
half lengths. J. M. Roebling’s Lochinvar, an un- 
heralded son of Case Ace, closed very well to 
take second place from *Fairaris by a nose, and 
another outsider, L. B. Mayer’s *King’s Abbey, 
was fourth, a half-length farther back. In order 
followed Bright Willie, which stopped badly in 
the last furlong, Dogpatch, Seamanlike, Star Bea- 
con, and Fair Call. Each starter carried 126 
pounds. Time, :23!5, :46%5, 1:11, 1:3615, track 
fast. Stakes division, $15,500, $3,000, $1,500, $750.

Lincoln Fields 


HE first week of the 30-day meeting at Lincoln 

Fields ended with the racing of May 23, get- 
ting good weather all along, and attendance and 
betting were good, as they have been at all tracks 
since the Florida season closed. 

The best offering was the Crete Handicap, a 
sprint for 3-year-olds and up, and this went to the 
favored Signator, from Woolford Farm. The 
other seven events were claiming affairs, with 
the exception of the first race, which was for 2- 
year-old maidens. This went very easily to John 
Marsch’s favored Occupation, a *Bull Dog colt 
making his first start. Although he had not car- 
ried silks before, Occupation has made such a 
reputation in training that he went to post at 
odds-on. He justified his backers’ confidence by 
running off from the field and winning by eight 
lengths. 

Lincoln Fields, apparently, will have no “days” 
or “races” for war relief. Like Churchill Downs, 
the track is operated by the American Turf As- 
sociation, and headed by Matt Winn. Mr. Winn 
expressed his dislike of holding special events, 
which in many cases pass the burden on to racing 
patrons, and he announced that on Memorial Day 
Lincoln Fields would contribute $50,000 to the 
war agencies, and that the track would purchase 
$50,000 worth of war bonds. Churchill Downs 
had made a similar donation, giving $50,000 to 
the Red Cross, and in both instances the money 
was an outright donation, not depending on bet- 
ting or public support. 


Signator Wins Easily 


First stakes event of the Illinois season was the 
Crete Handicap ($5,000 added, 3-year-olds and up, 
six furlongs) at Lincoln Fields May 23. It drewa 
big field of 13, and was won easily by the favorite, 
Woolford Farm’s Signator (106). 

Signator and Smacked (116) were away fast 
and through the early furlongs raced head-and- 
head, with the Insco colt having a short lead. Ap- 
proaching the stretch Smacked quit badly, and 
Signator drew clear. Under Ovie Scurlock’s hand- 
riding he increased his advantage steadily and 
won by four lengths. Dixiana’s First of All (3, 
102), a lightly regarded son of Sweep All, raced 
forwardly all the way and came up to take second 
place, two lengths ahead of Jean Putnam's Poly- 
melior (109), which came from far back. C. U. 
Yaeger’s Pumpgun (108) was fourth, another 
head away, followed by *Crossbow II (108), 
Tomochichi (8, 103), Three Percent (112), De- 
fense (3, 113), Step By (110), Shut Eye (107), 
Hour Al (107), Smacked, and Last Call (108).

Sportsman's Betting 


The pari-mutuel turnover at Sportsman’s Park, 
including betting on the daily double, totaled 
$6,567,334, for a daily average of $345,649. The 
daily double averaged $17,283 a day. The betting 
at the 1941 spring meeting averaged $251,363, 
the daily double not included. The increase 
amounted to more than 30 per cent. There seems 
now to be no reason for the track to hold to an 
$800 purse minimum and to offer only negligible 
feature races. 


WAR CHEST 


PPROXIMATELY one-fourth of the $2,000,000 

goal which has been set for racing’s con- 

tribution to the war was in sight at the end of last 
week. 

The Florida winter meetings, the Maryland 
spring meetings, Churchill Downs, Sportsman's 
Park, and Narragansett Park accounted for ap- 
proximately $300,000, though a portion of this 
went for local charities. Last week Lincoln Fields 
pledged a $50,000 gift on Memorial Day. Belmont 
Park announced that all of the proceeds of the 
racing of June 6 (the day of the Belmont Stakes) 
would be given to the war relief societies, and of- 
ficials of Jamaica announced that Jamaica would 
match Belmont Park's contribution, which is ex- 
pected to be around $75,000. The first day of the 
Detroit meeting realized $8,500 for the war. 
Thistle Down Park has offered the gate receipts 
of opening day, May 30. 

Figures on this subject are extremely hard to 
get and difficult to compile, and it is frequently 
all but impossible to determine how much a track 
has given, and how much has been passed on 
directly to the public. Furthermore, no account- 
ing is here made of numerous small contributions, 
such as the pledge of the Horsemen’s Benevolent 
and Protective Association to give 21. per cent 
of all purses won at Sportsman’s Park. One Chi- 
cago owner, H. M. Reineman, said last week he 
would give half of all money his horses earn.

Saratoga Will Open—Bull 


Apparently striking at persistent rumors that 
upstate Saratoga would not hold a 1942 meeting, 
President George H. Bull said May 22 that “only 
a national calamity, the complete cessation of 
the racing sport, or absolute stoppage of trans- 
portation facilities” would prevent the track from 
holding its usual meeting. 

The reports at which Mr. Bull was striking 
have been to the effect that the Saratoga Asso- 
ciation would lease more accessible Belmont Park 
in August and run its meeting there. 
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MASSACHUSETTS 
Suffolk Downs 


HAT may be the most profitable meeting 

Suffolk Downs has ever had completed its 
second week May 23, with seven claiming races, 
a stakes event, and an overnight handicap mak- 
ing up a nine-race card, nine races on Saturday 
having apparently become a New England stand- 
ard. The stakes event, with $5,000 added, was 
won by Valdina Farm's Viscounty, on which Car- 
roll Bierman completed a consecutive triple which 
gave him 18 winners for the meeting and put 
him well ahead of the other jockeys there. 

The turnover, aided by the extra race, was 
$772,063, bringing the total for the meeting to 
$5,688,998, a daily average of $474,081. Last 
year’s meeting, which represented an improve- 
ment over that of 1940, had a daily average of 
$397,826 at the same stage, so there is reason to 
believe that the track will make more money 
than it ever has before. A total of 60 days of 
racing are scheduled. 

The Tomasello Memorial Handicap, another 
$5,000 added event, will be the feature on May 30. 
It is for 3-year-olds and up, at a distance of six 
furlongs. 


Profit at Suffolk Downs 


The Eastern Racing Association, which oper- 
ates the Suffolk Downs track at Boston, reported 
on May 5 a profit of $300,776 for the year ended 
March 31, aicer all charges and taxes had been 
deducted. This works out to $10.03 a share to 
stockholders, about a 25 per cent increase over 
the earnings of $8.09 a share for the previous 

ear. 

‘ The gain was made despite increased taxes, 
which aggregated $223,000 for the year, against 
$102,315 in the previous fiscal year. These fig- 
ures, of course, do not include the State’s share 
of the pari-mutuel pools. 


Viscounty Gets Up 


The Suffolk Downs stakes are going to get a 
reputation for being closely contested if those of 
the first two Saturdays are a guide. The first, on 
May 16, resulted in a dead heat between Hysteri- 
cal and Sir Jeffrey. The second, the Paul Revere 
Handicap ($5,000 added, 3-year-olds and up, 114, 
miles) on May 23, ended with another dead heat, 
but this time for second place, a head behind the 
winner. 

As students of American history will recognize, 
it would have been appropriate if the Paul Revere 
had been won by Bell Tower (112); this didn’t 
work out, however. John L. Sullivan’s Trans- 
figure (112), which apparently has little business 
at more than six furlongs, began fastest and drew 
clear of his field in the first quarter-mile. Hard 
after him went Phil Bieber’s Maechance (111) 
and Coldstream Stable’s Tragic Ending (110). 
The rest of the field was well scattered, but after 
a half-mile Valdina Farm’s Viscounty (110) drew 
up to fourth place. Transfigure, which had al- 
ready begun coming back, lost the lead to Mae- 
chance going to the far turn, but kept second 
place into the stretch. There Tragic Ending and 
Viscounty went past him, closed with the leader 
in the last yards. In the closing stride Viscounty 
got his head in front, Maechance and Tragic End- 
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ing finishing in a dead heat behind him. Trans- 
figure, holding fourth place, was three and a half 
lengths farther back. In order followed Bell 
Tower, Side Arm (108), Alaking (117), Cis Mar- 
ion (106), and Jay Stevens (103). Time, :242s,

Easy for Best Seller 


Considerably the best horse in the Governor's 
Handicap ($2,500 added, 3-year-olds and _ up, 
11,, miles) at Beulah Park May 23 was Darby 
Dan Farm’s Best Seller (126), which came to 
Ohio after a few unsuccessful but extremely 
creditable brushes with such as Whirlaway, At- 
tention, Mioland, and Challedon, and a number of 
successes over second-flight handicap horses. 
Even with his top weight Best Seller was made a 
1-to-2 chance, and with Paul Keiper in the saddle 
he gave his backers little anxiety. 

River Divide Farm’s Pomiva (106) broke in 
front, with Best Seller second, but the favorite 
took the lead after a half-mile and then drew 
clear. Pomiva held second place with determina- 
tion, but was held safe by the winner all through 
the stretch, Best Seller winning by a length and 
a half.

Detroit Opens 


HE Michigan racing season, scheduled for 73 

days, got under way May 23, as the Detroit 
Fair Grounds opened what may be its last meet- 
ing of the war. No stakes event was offered, but 
a $5,000 overnight handicap was the day’s fea- 
ture, and this filled so heavily that it was split 
into two divisions, the track taking little the 
worst of it by offering two $5,000 purses, since 
an extra race was run, making nine in all. 

The first division went to J. W. Brown's T. M. 
Dorsett, 6-year-old son of *Cohort and quite an 
outsider in the betting. The other division went 
to the favorite, Lexbrook Stable’s Potranco. Both 
divisions were run in the same time, 1:11. A 
$2,000 inaugural handicap, also overnight, was 
won by Mrs. J. F. Hine’s Gold Teddy, a 5-year- 
old son of *Teddy. A fourth non-claiming race 
was an allowance event for 2-year-olds, won by 
Golden Man, a Don Leon colt owned by George 
Krehbiel, Turf editor of the Detroit News. 

The new betting mechanism, which is a totali- 
zator to the public though it is not the same as 
the totalizators at other tracks, developed several 
kinks, chiefly because pari-mutuel clerks were 
unfamiliar with it, and a good many bets were 
shut out. But $409,290 got in, giving the track a 
new betting record, the $380,000 bet last Me- 
morial Day being the highest previous mark. At- 
tendance was announced at 21,000, and a total of 
$8,067 was realized for the war charities. 

So successful was the opening day that the 
track management increased two of the Monday 
purses by $100 each, and announced that further 
increases over values in the condition book would 
be made if business continued to warrant them. 


Politics Gets the Money 


The Michigan State Racing Commission ran 
out of money last week, leaving Commissioner 
Frye with a considerable problem to handle. Un- 
less he can pay June salaries out of the appro- 
priation for the fiscal year which begins July 1, 
six men on the commission staff will have to be 
laid off during June, almost completely breaking 
down supervision over the current meeting. 

Cause for the shortage was the appointment, 
last August 15, of Albert Wagner as secretary to 
the commission. Aside from the fact that the 
commission did not need a secretary, Mr. Wagner 
was appointed a week after last year’s racing 
closed, and has been drawing $3,600 a year since, 
the appointment being a purely political one. The 
salary Mr. Wagner drew for doing nothing has 
thus used up funds which would otherwise have 
been used to pay the regular staff. A request to 
the Legislature for an emergency appropriation 
to pay Wagner's salary was rejected several 
months ago.

RACING IN FRANCE 


In its issue of March 14 (page 461) THE BLOObD- 
HORSE presented an account of the racing careers 
of three outstanding 3-year-olds of continental 
Europe in 1941, translated by Major Dudley Gil- 
roy from a letter received from his friend Clement 
Hobson (Faraway). The following notes are 
based on Major Gilroy’s summary of a letter, 
dated April 16, from Mr. Hobson. 


ECAUSE of snow and frost the racing season 

of 1942 was delayed a month, and the mixed 
programs of flat and steeplechase events did not 
start at Auteuil until March 15. Racing began at 
the Longchamp course, Paris, on Easter Monday, 
April 6, with the Prix des Sablons, 2,000 meters, 
worth 300,000 francs, as the principal race. Mar- 
cel Boussac’s entry of Djebel and Adaris was 
favored in the betting and had little trouble in 
obliging their backers. The 5-year-old Djebel 
was first by two lengths, and his stablemate, the 
6-year-old Adaris, was second, a length and a 
half ahead of the Marquis de St. Sauveur’s 4-year- 
old Nepenthe. 

Djebel, which won England’s Middle Park 
Stakes of 1939 after the outbreak of the war and 
was reckoned the best 2-year-old in France that 
year, is a bay horse by Tourbillon (by *Ksar) out 
of Loika, by Gay Crusader out of Coeur a Coeur 
by *Teddy out of the Cambridgeshire winner 
*Ballantrae (third dam of Equipoise, fourth dam 
of Seabiscuit), by Ayrshire. Adaris is a bay 
horse, also by Tourbillon, out of the French Oaks 
winner Adargatis, by Asterus (by *Teddy) out 
of Helene de Troie (dam of Idle Hour Stock 
Farm's great producer *La Troienne), by Helicon. 
Nepenthe is a grey colt by Plassy (by Bosworth) 
out of the French One Thousand Guineas winner 
Frisky (dam of *St. Elmo II), by Isard II (sire 
of *Belfonds). 

In the 2,100-meter Prix de la Ferrieres the 
Marquis de St. Sauveur’s Arcot was favorite and 
easy winner. This is considered a very good colt. 
He ran only once last season and was making his 
first start of this year. He is a 3-year-old colt by 
Plassy (sire of Nepenthe) out of the good racer 
Disguise, by Dark Legend out of Nun’s Veiling, 
by Roquelaure, third dam the noted mare Canter- 
bury Pilgrim. 

On Sunday, April 12, at Longchamp the best 
race was the Prix Juigne, 2,100 meters, for 3- 
year-olds which had not started previously. Or- 
dinarily the Prix Juigne brings out a high-class 
field, and its winner in peacetime would be con- 
sidered a candidate for high honors in France and 
England. Like the Prix des Sablons, it fell to 
Marcel Boussac’s stable, the easy winner being 
Erromango, a colt by Thor (by *Ksar) out of 
Mahatma, by Asterus (by *Teddy) out of the ex- 
cellent racer and producer Durban, by *Durbar II, 
third dam Banshee, by the American-bred Irish 
Lad, fourth dam the American-bred Frizette, an- 
cestress of a phenomenal array of stakes winners 
in America and France. Durban is also the dam 
of Tourbillon, sire of Djebel and Adaris. 

Racing in France is being conducted on very 
restricted lines. Oats are being rationed very 
strictly—five pounds a day, and that only to cer- 
tain horses and broodmares with special creden- 
tials, the specifications being placed so high that 
only a small number come within the category. 
It has come to such a pitch that, before each race, 
the horses that have been fed are indicated on the 
number board. A few days ago there were eight 
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runners in a race and only one had been fed, but 
he was not the winner. 

The stallion Indus, foaled in 1928, a top-class 
performer at two and three, and sire of the top 
2-year-old Turbulent, has been sold to the Ger- 
mans. 

Henri Ternynck, breeder of Odol, Mieuxce, and 
other good horses, died recently at the age of 68.

$104,000 Worth of Mares 


A recent memorandum from the office of the 
Cromwell Bloodstock Agency, Lexington, gives 
the record of ten mares which Charles H. Berry- 
man bought for Greentree Farm at the Nursery 
Stud dispersal sale May 15, 1925, at a total cost 
of $104,000. The earnings of their tail-female 
descendants, including the Kentucky Derby win- 
ner Shut Out, are $514,933, the memorandum 
states. The mares were *Balancoire ($17,000), 
*Bridlewise ($7,500), *Catspaw ($12,000), Chintz 
($14,000), Fair Feint ($16,000), Hourly ($7,500), 
Mad Hand ($7,000), Oval ($10,000), Replacement 
($9,000), and Royal Tracings ($4,000).

American Flag Joins Remount 


OL. FRANK L. CARR, commanding officer of 

the Remount Division’s Lexington  head- 
quarters, informed THE BLOOD-HORSE on May 26 
that Samuel D. Riddle had presented the stallion 
American Flag to the Remount and that the son 
of Man o’ War would be sent to Front Royal, Va., 
as a depot stallion. He is to be bred to a few 
mares at Faraway Farm, Lexington, and will be 
transferred to Front Royal probably within the 
next week or two. Though he is now 20 years old, 
he was accepted quickly by the Remount, as he is 
the big-boned, substantial type toward which the 
Army is shaping the American horse. 

American Flag, foaled in 1922, was one of the 
first crop of foals got by Man o’ War. His dam 
was *Lady Comfey, by Roi Herode out of Snoot, 
by Perigord, from a family which has produced 
numerous good horses, including Caligula, Noble 
Star, Le Phare, *Firozepore, etc. Among his 
racing victories American Flag counted the With- 
ers, Belmont, and Dwyer Stakes of 1925, when he 
won all his four starts and was the leading money 
He did not race extensively, 
vwing to unsoundness, but won eight of his 17 
starts in three seasons and earned a total of 
$82,725. 

In the stud at Faraway Farm he was always 
overshadowed by the great bulk of his famous 
sire, but he was third on the sire list in 1932, 
when he was represented by Gusto, leading 
money-winning 3-year-old, and ninth in 1934, 
when his daughter Nellie Flag was proving her- 
self one of the best 2-year-old fillies of the decade. 
In his first 12 crops he got 155 registered foals 
which to the end of 1941 had earned $737,194. 
Besides Gusto and Nellie Flag he got the stakes 
winners Great Gun, Flag Pole (now at Front 
Royal), War Plane, At Top, American Smile, 
National Anthem, Patriotic, Unfailing, Us, and 
Get Off. 


Lima Beans 


Neil S. McCarthy, Los Angeles attorney, Thor- 
oughbred breeder and owner, has recently sent 
32 mares and two stallions to Arizona, will keep 
only 15 mares and two stallions at his small 
ranch in Ventura County in order to find room to 
grow war crops on his farm, principally lima 
beans. To Frank Brophy, of Phoenix, Mr. Mc- 
Carthy sent *Delphinium, 9-year-old stallion by 
Blue Larkspur-——Multiflora, by Pennant, and 15 
broodmares. Seventeen mares and the stallion 
*Moonlight Run, a 4-year-old horse by Bobsleigh 
out of Hyperion’s, *Sickle’s, and *Pharamond II's 
dam, Selene, by Chaucer, were sent to Bernard 
Gillespie, of Gila Bend. 

At the McCarthy ranch the 6-year-old *Sierra 
Nevada, by Gainsborough— Nevada, by Colorado, 
and Tick On, 13-year-old by On Watch--Sox, by 
*Donnacena, will continue to stand. Mr. Mc- 
Carthy also plans to dispose of his remaining 2- 
year-olds and his entire yearling crop, composed 
of eight colts and fillies. 

According to lists furnished by Mr. McCarthy, 
the mares sent to Mr. Brophy are *Diksabrule, 
Museum, Mirante, Wave on Wave, *Personality 
II, Kentucky Helen, Ladysship, Riparial, Las 
Delicias, Miss Patriot, New Grade, Chulita, Aban- 
don, and *Jolie Legende. To Mr. Gillespie went 
Underfoot, Feather Duster, Plantout, Submit, 


Callalou, Ticksabrule, *Sardinian, Squab, Foxy 
Tetra, Three Stars, Museum, Rash, Tony’s Wife, 
Square Deal, and Of Thee I Sing. (The lists do 
not check with the totals given by Mr. McCarthy.) 


At the End of the Dock 


The stallion Bow to Me, by *Epinard—Begin- 
ner’s Luck, by Black Toney, which has been 
standing at Herbert M. Woolf’s Woolford Farms, 
near Kansas City, was sold this spring to a syndi- 
cate of three Cuban breeders, but considerable 
difficulty has been encountered in delivering him. 
A. L. Fernandez Morrell, one of the purchasing 
group, writes THE BLOOD-HORSE that Bow to Me 
“has been sitting at the end of the dock in Miami 
for over a month,” awaiting transportation to 
Cuba. 

Bow to Me, brother to the stakes winner Blind 
Bowboy, won eight races and $6,925 in competi- 
tion. He was foaled in 1933, and was retired to 
stud in 1938, so that his first foals raced in 1941. 
To date he has had three winners from this crop 
of 11 foals. 


Breeding Notes 


In THE BLOOD-HORSE of April 18, page 626, two 
mares, Betty Betty and Bloodroot, in the Idle 
Hour Stock Farm's foal reports were reported to 
have had their 1942 foals at Col. E. R. Bradley's 
farm near Lexington. They were, however, foaled 
at W. L. Brann’s Glade Valley Farm, near Freder- 
ick, Md., where they had been sent, along with the 
Selima Stakes winner Big Hurry, to be bred to 
*Challenger IT. 

The first foal by the Argentine-bred stallion 
*Don Mike reported to THE BLOOD-HORSE was in- 
cluded in the report made by Carleton F. Burke, 
owner of Greenfield Farm, Camarillo, Calif. The 
foal is a bay filly out of Time Gal, by *Sir Galla- 
had III, and arrived on April 4. The mare and 
foal are owned by J. F. Kenaston. *Don Mike is 
an 8-year-old bay horse by Parwiz (brother to 
Manna) out of Dona Chela, by Amsterdam, and 
is making the 1942 season at Bing Crosby's 
Rancho Santa Fe, Del Mar, Calif. 

A. S. Hewitt’s *Belfonds died suddenly on 
March 25 after covering his first mare of the 
1942 season. The mare was Kentmere Girl, by 
*Teddy, owned by Mrs. George P. Greenhalgh’s 
Springsbury Farm, Berryville, Va. From Vir- 
ginia comes word that Kentmere Girl is appar- 
ently in foal. 

A black colt by Teddy’s Comet and out of Val- 
dina Madcap, by *Sun Briar, was foaled April 25 
at Valdina Farms, Utopia, Texas, and completed 
the foaling season at E. F. Woodward's farm. Of 
the 46 foals reported this year, 25 were colts and 
21 fillies. Valdina Farms is the first of the coun- 
try’s large farms to report the completion of its 
1942 foaling season. 

On April 14 at the C. V. Whitney farm, Maud 
Muller, by Pennant, and dam of the stakes win- 
ners The Darb and Chic Maud, dropped a bay 
filly by the English Derby winner *Mahmoud. 
She was returned to the English horse. One week 
earlier Jabot’s and Cravat’s dam, Frilette, by 
Man o’ War, dropped a bay colt by *Mahmoud. 
She will not be bred this year. 

Chester F. Hockley’s Miss Cyllene, 10-year-old 
daughter of The Porter and *Miss White, by 
Cicero, died after foaling a chestnut colt by 
*Aethelstan II on April 25. Miss Cyllene was a 
winner, and her first foal to reach the races, 
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Warlee, by War Hero, won at two, 1941. Last 
year Miss Cyllene won the Thoroughbred brood- 
mare class at the Timonium (Md.) Horse Show 
and was also judged the champion Thoroughbred 
of the show. Her 1942 foal lived. 

Edward S. Moore, owner of the recently estab- 
lished Circle M Farm, near Lexington, has pur- 
chased the broodmares Marching Along and Mal- 
vina B., from R. A. Fairbairn’s Fairholme Farm, 
Winchester, Ky.

HROUGH the 1938 season, THE BLOOD-HORSE 
published annually a list of stallions ranked 
according to the average distance of flat races 
won by their get. In the two following seasons, 
because of the press of other matters, this list 
was not compiled, but it is here renewed. Since 
a good many readers are probably unfamiliar 
with this compilation, a brief explanation of the 
methed involved seems necessai'y. 
From the records of the stallions which had win- 
ners in 1941 were eliminated races won by 2-year- 
olds, as these give no measure of stamina, After 
this pruning, sires which had winners of fewer 
than 10 races were disregarded, and the others 
appear in the following tabulations. 

The averages are not based on 1941 racing 
alone. If a stallion is included at all, every flat 
race won by one of his get (except 2-year-olds) 
since and including 1931, is reduced to furlongs, 
ali of them are added, and the whole is then di- 
vided by the number of races. The result is of 
course the average distance at which his foals 
have won. The columns showing winners, races 
won, and maximum distances, however, are based 
wholly on 1941 figures. 

In England, where races have a considerably 
greater range of distance, such a list is a reason- 
ably effective help toward separating sires of 
stamina from sires of speed alone. In the United 
States, where distance races are so scarce, and 
where the vast majority of races range only from 
six furlongs to 1's, miles, it is considerably less 
dependable. Consequently the subjoined lists 
show, more than anything else, how American 
racing has gone to speed. 

With the juveniles and the jumpers out, and 
with sires whose get won fewer than 10 races 
omitted, 12,469 races were run in North America 
last year, at distances totaling 91,363 furlongs, 
which if anyone wants to divide it out, amounts 
to about 11,420 miles. The average distance was 
7.32 furlongs. In 1937 the average distance was 
7.27 furlongs, in 1938 it was 7.41; consequently, 
though there has been much talk of distance rac- 
ing, there has been no actual gain in the average 
distance of American races. 

The following table, however, shows an insig- 
nificant gain for sires of distance runners, as 
compared with the cumulative figures of earlier 
years.

One almost invariable corollary of grading sires 
by distance ratios is that the list is headed by 
stallions which lead no other tabulations, usually 
sires which have only a few performers with one 
or two good distance runners included. At the 
head of this one, for instance, is Annapolis, which 
had but six winners of 24 races. One of these 


was Farragut, which won two flat races aggre- 
gating 38 furlongs, enough to raise Annapolis’ 
average for the others by a full furlong. 

The following tabulations, as a result, become 
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valuable only when used with more orthodox stal- 
lion rankings, on the basis of number of winners, 
amount of money won, average earnings per foal, 
percentage of winners, etc. 

Below the sires graded by distance ratios are 
arranged in two lists. The first ranks the stal- 
lions by the average distance at which their get 
have won, includes 1941 figures on winners, races 
won, and the maximum distance won by their 
get. In the second the stallions are arranged 
alphabetically. No distinction is made between 
dead heats and outright wins.

Racing's Forgotten Men 


OSTON, Mass.—Race tracks, each in its own 

peculiar fashion, are making very large con- 
tributions to America’s war effort, far larger con- 
tributions than any other sports enterprise. As 
rationing of gasoline went into effect, the tracks 
on the Eastern seaboard, which were most af- 
fected, were enjoying the largest pari-mutuel 
handles they had ever known, and they continued 
to enjoy them as the first week of rationing 
ended. The war and such of its by-products as 
gasoline rationing, tire shortages, transportation 
difficulties, and continued support of racing by 
the public in the face of conditions, were making 
more Turf news in the spring of 1942 than Shut 
Out, Alsab, and Whirlaway were making. 

While sports pages headlined the thousands of 
dollars that the tracks were pouring into the 
country’s war chest, the millions of dollars that 
the public was betting every day, the fact that 
there could be no racing at all without horsemen 
was virtually forgotten. While salaries in many 
industries were rising to such a point that it is 
likely the Government will freeze them to avoid 
inflation, the potential earning power of the men 
who derive their living from racing Thorough- 
breds remained static at the tracks which are 
still in operation. Actually the potential earning 
power of horsemen is greatly decreased due to the 
closing of such tracks as Santa Anita and Holly- 
wood Parks, whose stakes and purses were among 
the richest in the country. 

The economic problem of the _ professional 
horseman is a very serious one indeed. The Gov- 
ernment has admitted a rise of 12 per cent in 
general living costs. Actually most citizens find 
that the cost of living has risen closer to 20 per 
cent. Lucky indeed is the horseman who does not 
pay 25 per cent above normal levels for such 
necessities of life as food and lodging even in 
ordinary times. His itinerant life, the daily, 
weekly, or at best, monthly, rates which he must 
pay for rooms, apartments, and houses are far 
higher than those he would pay under a long- 
term lease. 

The horseman has learned to expect to pay the 
very top prices for almost everything he buys in 
almost every town which is adjacent to a race 
track. In such “seasonal” resorts as Florida his 
expenses can run as much as 200 per cent higher 
than those of the natives. (As an example of this 
fact, the writer took a bungalow “for the season” 
in Miami a few years ago at an average rental of 
$1385 a month. The day after ‘the season’ was 
over this same bungalow was rented for $40 a 
month. ) 

In New England this year, horsemen have 
found that several hotels no longer even offer 
weekly or monthly rates and accommodations 
have been difficult to secure. Apartment houses 
ordinarily used by horsemen in Providence and 
the Boston area are full to overflowing, have 
upped their rentals almost beyond reason. There 
is a great deal of defense work in New England, 
of course, but the case of the New England horse- 
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man is by no means unique. The budgets of horse- 
men in other sections are hit as hard. 

Herbert Bayard Swope made a good phrase 
when he remarked that the country can use few 
of the nation’s horsemen in the war because the 
racing business is made up of “over-aged men 
and under-sized boys.’ Like most good phrases, 
this one is not exactly a statement of the truth. 
The Selective Service officials have found many 
horsemen acceptable, the Army and Navy exam- 
iners have passed many horsemen who enlisted. 
A great many other horsemen have found that the 
high and steady wages of defense plants are 
preferable to the uncertainties of the horse parks. 
Today in New England and elsewhere throughout 
the country there is a shortage of stable help. 
Some men who train horses now pitch in and rub 
them. Some trainers who have not fallen heir to 
middle-age spread are galloping their own Thor- 
oughbreds in the morning. A shortage of help 
means that horsemen are now paying more for 
what help they have than ever before. This, 
added to the extra tribute horsemen must always 
pay and the general increase in living expenses, 
has placed many men who earn their living by 
racing horses in desperate straits. 


A $200 Remembrance 


ARRAGANSETT PARK will afford some re- 

lief to hard-pressed horsemen at its meeting 
opening on August 10. President James E. Dooley 
has announced that minimum purses for the sum- 
mer and early fall season will be raised to $1,200. 
This is the highest minimum purse level ever es- 
tablished by a New England race track. Narra- 
gansett inaugurated the $1,000 minimum purse 
level after the first week of its first meeting in 
1934. At that time the Narragansett minimum 
was the highest at any track in the country. Two 
years ago a $1,100 minimum was established for 
the summer meetings at Narragansett. 

In addition, Narragansett is reviving half a 
dozen $2,500 mid-week stakes that were dropped 
from the schedule two years ago. The regular 
stakes, headed by the $25,000 added Narragansett 
Special, will be renewed at their same value. 

Announcement of the new minimum purse level 
was made after a meeting of the executive com- 
mittee of Narragansett’s Board of Directors on 
May 13. Narragansett spokesmen said the new 
purse scale reflected their confidence in the fu- 
ture of racing despite the difficult times. They 
believe that the public will double up in autos, use 
public transportation facilities, continue to sup- 
port racing in this section. What is more im- 
portant to horsemen is that the new purse scale 
reflects the fact that the directors of a large race 
track realize their present problems, know that 
they need more money and that they deserve a 
chance to earn it.: 

All donations that race tracks make to the war 
effort must, directly or indirectly, come from the 
racing public in the end. Without the horsemen 
to stage the show, there would be no racing public 
and no contributions to the war effort from race 
tracks. 


Too Early to Tell 


S last week ended it was too early to tell what 
effect gasoline rationing would have upon New 
England race tracks. Most motorists had legally 
filled their tanks with gasoline at the zero hour 
before rationing went into effect on May 15, had 
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enough fuel to drive their cars for a week or more 
at their usual mileage without having ration cards 
punched. During the first week of gasoline ration- 
ing there were fewer cars in the parking lots of 
Suffolk Downs than there were a year ago. A 
very slight drop in the number of customers was 
reported by the track. A very material increase 
in the betting was recorded. 

On Friday, May 22, it was announced that a

bus service from Providence, R. I., to the gates 
of the Suffolk Downs race track would be discon- 
tinued to save tires and gas. The following day 
it was announced that the bus company wouldn't 
discontinue the service. It was said that misun- 
derstanding of an order from the OPA resulted 
in the original announcement of canceling the 
service. The matter was not important in any 
event, unless it was a portent of a policy to he 
adopted by all bus companies. Only two busses 
leave Providence on week-days for Suffolk, only 
four on Saturdays. The busses can carry a maxi- 
mum load of 35 persons. 

About 40 per cent of the gasoline rationing 
cards issued in New England were “B-3”’ classifi- 
cations, entitling their owners to 57 gallons of 
gasoline for “business purposes” from May 15 
through June 31. The Providence Journal and 
Bulletin, influential New England newspapers, 
thought the number of B-3 cards issued was much 
too high, demanded a Gestapo-like checking of 
the needs of all B-3 card holders. Washington 
officials, however, said that the number of B-3 
cards issued was about what was expected. Horse- 
men at Suffolk Downs, who need their cars to get 
to the track, experienced little difficulty in ob- 
taining B-3 cards from their rationing boards. 

The Journal and Bulletin wanted officials to de- 
mand that B-3 card holders have a notice of their 
classification pasted to the windshield, so that 
they could be easily checked if they were caught 
parked at places of amusement. Leon Hender- 
son said from Washington that this would not be 
done. He said that if B-3 holders save gas by 
doubling up with others in their trips to business, 
they have a perfect right to use what they save 
for pleasure. 


Horses Still Running 


HILE fewer and fewer cars were running to 

the race track, more and more horses were 
running over it. Suffolk’s races were much bet- 
ter filled during the second week of the meeting 
than they were during the first week. Last week 
Galafire, a half-brother to Columbiana, the Wide- 
ner Handicap winner of 1937, finally managed to 
graduate. Galafire belongs to John R. Macomber, 
New England’s best known turfman. The son of 
Tintagel, out of the Man o’ War mare Firetop, did 
not start at two. This year it was widely pre- 
dicted that New England would have a top 3- 
year-old representative when Macomber'’s colt got 
to the post. 

In his first two starts, one at Narragansett, the 
other at Suffolk, Galafire was soundly threshed. 
When he won, however, he won convincingly, 
scoring by eight lengths as an odds-on choice. 

Macomber has announced that he will retire 
from service his well known sire, Petee-Wrack, 
now standing at F. A. Bonsal’s farm in Maryland. 

Petee-Wrack will return to his owner’s Race- 
land estate in Framingham, Mass., for a life of 
ease. At Raceland last Saturday and Sunday, 
Macomber staged the annual horse show that has 
superseded the betless race meeting's he held there 
before the sport was legalized in Massachusetts. 
There might never have been legalized racing in 
New England if Macomber had not gained favor 
for the sport through his Raceland meetings. 

Framingham is the nearest thing to Kentucky's 
Blue Grass belt that New England has to offer.
